Rose Needs Help and Needs It Badly 


“I’m a middle-aged fool,” the 
woman said and her voice was 
filled with bitterness. 


“I wouldn’t ask you to waste 
a minute of your time on me. 
It’s the baby I’m thinking of.” 

Her thin, sallow face reddened 
slightly and she opened and 
closed her pocketbook nervously. 

“‘My baby’s due the day before 
Christmas. I’ve pawned my wrist 
watch and my sewing machine 
and my wedding ring. This is all 
I have left.” 

She opened her pocketbook 
again and shook it out on the 
desk. Two crumpled five-dollar 
dills and a car token fell out. 

Her eyes were bright and two 
spots of color burned in her 
cheeks as she watched the case 
worker smooth out the bills and 
hand them back to her. And then 
in a flood of words, she started 
telling her story. 

It’s a pitiful story, with the 
ring of a Victorian melodrama. 
Since she was 16 years old Rose

has been earning her own living 
and looking after somebody else. 

First it was her widowed 
mother and two little sisters.

Her mother died when Rose 
was 38 and for a few years she 
went her way alone, working 
hard and saving her money so 
she could send presents to her 
nieces and nephews and lend her 
sisters funds for emergencies.

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Raises Seen 
For Truman, 


: 


WASHINGTON — (UP)— 
President Truman and the 
_ 2,000,000 Government work- 
ers who carry out his pro- 
grams both may get pay in- 
ereases from the new Con- 


gress. 

But the Congressmen who 
want Mr. Truman’s salary 
raised are going to have to 
work fast if they expect to 
succeed. They will have to 
get legislation through Con- 
gress by Jan. 20. 

The President's first full term 
begins on that date. And the 
Constitution says the Chief Execu- 
tive’s salary “shall neither be in- 
ereased nor diminished during the 
period for which he shall have 
been elected.” 

Hopes of ordinary federal em- 
ployees for a new pay increase 
were strengthened by the an- 
mouncement of Sen. Johnston, 
Democrat, South Carolina, that he 
probably will take over the reins 
of the Senate Civil Service Com- 
mittee. 

Johnston told a reporter he 
wants to sponsor legislation to 
give some 2,000,000 federal em- 

loyees pay increases ranging 
$600 to $850 a year. 

Although the increases would 
eost the treasury about $1,000,- 
000,000 a year, the senator said 
he thought they could be granted 
without increasing taxes because 
government incpme is running 
ahead of estimates. ‘ 

Similar legislation failed to clea 
the Republican-controlled Eighti- 
eth Congress. 

Any legislation to increase Mr. 
Truman’s salary. probably would 
have to be divorced f-om a pro- 
posed bill to increase the salaries 
of all top-flight Government offi- 
Cials because of the time element. 

Congress meets on Jan. 3. And 
there is considerable doubt wheth- 
er Congress covld—or would—ap- 
prove a general pay rise bill in 
17 days. If a presidential pay rise 
were authorized, the money would 
have to be provided in the first 
appropriations bill. 

There is no constitutional ban 
against increases while in-office for 
the Cabinet members and other 
top-level officials who would be af- 
fected by the general pay-rise bill. 

Just how much of an increase 
Mr. Truman may get hasn’t been 
decided.

His plan involves changing 
House rules at the outset of the 
next Congress to require the Com- 
mittee to change its practices. 

The Committee, on the other 
hand, says it has been trying for 
a year to get recommendations 
from Atty. Gen. Tom C. Clark on 
how the law against spying could 
be strengthened. Nixon is Chair- 
man of the group’s legislative sub- 
committee. 

He said Clark submitted some 
proposals to the Budget Bureau 
for approval, but they never got 
any farther. One of the ideas, 
Nixon said, was.to loosen up the 
legal rules covering admission of 
evidence in espionage dMses. 

“The espionage law is full of 
holes,” Nixon said. “It was passed 
in 1917 to cover a situation in 
which Germany had German spies 
and Japan had Japanese spies, 
and not one in which Russia had 
American Communists for spies.” 

He said President Truman 
should order the Justice Depart- 
ment to produce some recommen- 
dations. Mr. Truman said last 
Thursday the Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee apparently was not 
in earnest about its spy hunt and 
the Justice Department would do 
what was necessary. 

Ferguson said that if the Jus- 
tice Department thought present 
laws were inadequate, it should 
say so and Congress then could 
enact legislation ‘‘to cope with 
the situation.”

Farm Parley « 
Seeks to Avoid 
Postwar Dip 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—(#)— 
The American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration opens its thirtieth annual 
convention today to draft its ver- 
sion of a program for preventing 
a postwar farm depression. 
Members from all parts of the 
country registered tonight for a 
four-day session expected to see 
the powerful farm group take 
stands on such issues as future 
government farm price supports, 
foreign trade policies, taxes and 
inflation control. 

The biggest question to be set- 
tled is the Bureau’s stand on what 
the Government should do to pre- 
vent a ruinous drop in farm 
prices. 

Interest in this issue is keen be- 
cause of the fact that farm prices 
have dropped about 12 percent 
this year. 

This decline, carrying agricul- 
tural income down with it, has 
come at a time when farm produc- 
tion costs have risen and when 
organized labor is seeking a 
fourth-round wage increase. 
Action of the Bureau convention 
will be watched by farm officials 
of the Truman administration and 
by agricultural leaders in Con- 
gress. 

Democratic leaders in Congress 
have predicted an effort would be 
made at the coming Congress to 
write a new farm program to re- 
place one passed by the Repub- 
lican-controlled LEightieth Con- 
gress. 

The Bureau supported general 
provisions of the GOP bill. But 
some delegates favor a complete 
overhauling.

ter of a million. Now let’s be conservative, but face 
the facts. You can’t expect players to walk, so 
before we sign them we must provide transporta- 
tion for the future Gator Greats. We don’t want 
them driving about in any cheap cars, either. We 
are going to have our boys with just as good, if not 
better, automobiles than any other team in the 
Conference, 

Florida expects to have 110 grants-in-aid. That 
is the intercollegiate name for scholarships. It 
doesn’t take much of a mathematician to figure 
that any ordinary convertible will cost $3,000. Mul- 
tiply 110 by $3,000. That’s $330,000 and we don’t 
have the athletes on the campus yet. We used 
to say: Board, room, tuition, laundry and books. 
Now you have to add gas, oil and tires. 

Aren’t you even going to register the boys in 
school? After all, that will only take about 
$22,000 and it will just look better and make every- 
one feel that we are playing “just students.”

Forrest Turner Has Done His Part 


Forrest Turner is a promising example 
of Georgia’s penal reform system which 
has been in operation since 1943. 


For years he was a No. One criminal, 
thriving ‘on publicity as he became an 
“escape artist.” At Tattnall State Prison 
he was placed in chains with the infamous 
“Eight Ball Squad” of incorrigibles. It 
was thus that the 1943 prison reform pro- 
gram found him. 


Wiley Movre, then acting as State Di- 
rector of Corrections; House Speaker Roy 
Harris and Senate Pres. Frank Gross held 
out the promise of reduced terms for pris- 
oners who would reform. Turner took up 
the challenge. 


For more than five years, Turner has 
been a model prisoner. He learned a 
trade, becoming an accomplished dental 
assistant. He has a job waiting for him 
upon his release. Forrest Turner has 
more than fulfilled his part of the bargain 
with Georgia’s penal reform movement, 

The State Parole Board is expected to 
rule today on Turner’s plea. It is be- 
lieved the Board will release him on 
parole. Turner’s_ release would have a 
wholesome effect upon all prisoners who 
have watched the notorious “Eight Baller” 
reform. If the other prisoners see this 
modei inmate rejected again, it will be a 
shock to their morale and a blow to the 
penal reform program. 


An Investment in the Future 


Because we are depleting our forest 
resources half again as fast as they are 
_ being replenished, all Georgia farmers 
would do well to consider the advice of 
Gov. Talmadge to a group of ‘young Fu- 
ture Farmers of America at Jonesboro 
the other night. 


“I can think of no better investment 
for young people,” the Governor said, 
“than to buy submarginal land (of which 
there is plenty) and set out pine trees. In 
25 or 30 years you would have something 
that proved to be an excellent invest- 
ment.” 


Talmadge said he noted the difference 
between practices in Georgia and Vir- 
ginia on a recent trip to the latter State. 
Virginia, he said, showed remarkable 
freedom from erosion. Proper rotation of 
crops and protection of the topsoil had 
accomplished that. 


“Down here,” continued the Governor, 
“we've been cutting away our timber and 
going in for row crops and cotton and 
our streams run red instead of black or 
blue. It reminds me of what I saw off 
China where the very sea is red—dis- 
colored by the millions of tons of topsoil 
that has washed away. There are no trees 
and many dust bowls, The poverty- 
stricken people cannot feed themselves 
because they permitted depletion of their 
natural resources.” 

We could do well to consider the lesson 
of China—and to learn what trees have 
done for our own former dust bowls in the 
Prairie States. Keeping future generations 
from hunger is about the least we can 
do. And replenishing our forests as they 
are cut will go a long way toward that 
goal. 

Anyway you look at them, trees are a 
good investment in the future.

Economists Need To Change Their Ways 


: 
WASHINGTON—The economists of the country need to improve their ways, or they are in 
danger of coming into as much disrepute as the columnists and the political experts. Ever since the 
postwar period was ushered in we have had a chain of conflicting claims by the economists. At 


the start the overwhelming consensus of the group was we were headed for a big bust. 


Original 


estimates of the learned profession were that we would have eight million persons unemployed in the 
year immediately following the war. Instead, we have reached an all-time peak of more than 


60,000,000 persons employed. 

When the depression that was so widely pre- 
dicted failed to materialize, the economists shifted 
in their use of terms. They talked about a reces- 
sion. And when no recession came they spoke 
of the readjustment that was just around the 
corner. ' 

Well, it has been some three and a half years 
since the war ended and we haven't had either a 
depression, a recession or a readjustment, except 
that -business has continually readjusted itself 
upward. 

Today many economists are telling us that 
the end of postwar prosperity is nowhere in 
sight. Others are warning that the boom is 

bust. Take almost any of the eco- 
nomic problems now facing the country and 
it is possible to find eminent economists or both 
Sides of it—or on all sides and in between. 

Some are maintaining that corporation profits, 
now running at the highest levels in history, are 
too low; others say they are too high. Some set 
out to prove that another round of wage increases 
would not be inflationary; others insist that it

We Won't Be 
Needing Cowboys 


In Lyons, Ga., the other day I talked with 

an attorney, Ross Sharpe, who is also a cattle- 

’ man. “Grass and cattle,” he said, “are the 

South’s agricultural future.” Last year, he said, cotton brought 

~ $800,000 and cattle sales represented $6,000,000 in Toombs County 
alone. 


More and more persons are seeing that to be true. There will 
always be cotton growers. But they will all be mechanized. 


It is important that more and more persons see that the change 
from cotton to cattle and grass is, at the minimum, a three-year 
transition. Pastures don’t grow to maturity in less than three 
years. There is no income from pastures during those three years. 
We cannot afford to let the small farmer, who has enough land 
for dairy cattle or for a small beef herd, be crushed out during 
that period of transition. We ought to have someone planning a 
Federal bill which would revise the present lending acts so that a 
farmer, screened as to his land and ability, can get a loan to carry 
him through the period of developing pastures. One of the great 
strengths of the progressive Scandinavian countries and of Holland 
has been the small fafmer who could, by working co-operatively 
with other small farmers, market his milk, butter, eggs, poultry, 


pigs and other products. 
Old Days Toombs County was “laid out” from old Tattnall, 
which itself had been formed from a part of Mont- 
gomery in 1801. It is interesting to note that according to the 
United Census of 1900 there were ginned in Tattnall County 6,357 
bales of Sea Island cotton and 952 bales of upland cotton. The 
yield per acre, according to the Georgia Department of Agricul- 
ture’s publication of 1901, was, “under good cultivation,” 1,200 
pounds of seed cotton for the Sea Island variety. The district of 
Lyons at that time had a population of 1,098, of which 534 were in 
the town of that name. Lyons now is the thriving county seat of 
Toombs County. 

It is this region which now is turning to pastures, using the 
wonderful discovery, Coastal Bermuda, but also putting in clovers 
and fescues to bring about year-round grazing. 

Plan A plan must be worked out to give all who can—and wish 

to do so—an opportunity to go to dairying and to cattle. 
The danger is obvious. The development which can produce a 
rich future for Georgia must not be restricted. And, I must hasten 
to say, no thoughtful person now in the cattle business wishes 
it to be restricted. 

At hand is a $3 publication, the international edition of The 
Cotton Trade Journal. It is, in its way, fascinating reading. 

There are reports from the empire of cotton, once a virtual 
monopoly of the United States and, more particularly, a monopoly 
of the Southern States. 

Now look at some of the contents of the international edition 
of The Cotton Trade Journal: 


“A new company is producing 30,000,000 yards of cloth 
. . . the crop problems are many, but production is up.

: “As Belgian Congo cotton is now well known

3,000,000 within 15 years .. . 400,000 bales expected this year... .” 


And so the story runs. Cotton is a world crop. It was not just 
a whim which caused the Cotton Textiles Association recently to 
suggest to farmers that they plant less cotton and that they develop 
a one-variety planting for what seed does go into the fields... 
that the Association should speak of grass and cattle. 

But again I wish to blow the whistle and ring the bell. Unless 
a plan is worked out to enable the farmer with relatively small 
acreage to get long-time credit to carry him through the develop- 
ment of pastures to the point where they will carry cattle, then our 
economy will collapse.

In all this talk about diversifying or going to grass and cattle, 
let’s don’t forget our small and middle-sized farmers who will 
have to have help. We won’t be needing cowboys. 


BILLY ROSE 
Story of a Schoolmaster 


This is the story of a schoolmaster with an unpronounceable 
name—Ferenc Hrdlyka. 
The name of Hrdlyka may be unpronquncable on this side of 


the Atlantic, but in that jagged little segment of the Ealkan crazy- 


quilt that was Ferenc Hrdlyka’s home, people had no difficulty in 
pronouncing it. And, indeed, his countrymen pronounced it often, 
and with reverence, because he was one of the most dedicated and 
inspiring educators of his generation. 

In 1941, when the heroes of Hitler goose-stepped into his coun- 


try, a number was tattooed on the schoolmaster’s arm, and he dis- | 
appeared into the squalid hopelessness of a concentration camp. | 
Worried colleagues in England and America, knowing of his con- | 
‘empt for every form of dogma, were afraid he would not be heard | 


from again. 


But he was—in 1945, when the Allied troops marched 
into Dachau.

As they passed Columbia University, he asked the cab driver to 
stop sc that he could stand on the campus for a moment and breathe 
the air of free, critical thought again, and that night, for the first 
time in years, the old man slept without nightmares. 

The next day was warm and sunshiny and Hrdlyka decided to 
take a walk in the park near by. There, a group of small boys 
were playing ball and, struck by ‘the foreign cut of the old man’s 
clothes and his white beard, they stopped to stare at him. 

“Lookit the Polak,” yelled one of the youngsters. “Go back 
where ya came from, ya dirty Polak.” 

The old man smiled at the boy, sat down on a bench, took a 
strangely carved pipe out of his pocket and lit it. After watching 
them play for a while, he walked slowly out of the park, followed 
by the kids, who jeered at his funny hat, his white whiskers and 
his unsteady steps.

WASHINGTON—It is becoming clear that a major issue is developing for 
the opening of the Eighty-first Congress which has not been anticipated hither- 
to and which involves the basic “question of civil rights, though not directly re- 
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lated, ‘at least in the public mind, with President Truman’s controversial civil

President and his administration and executive agencies, on the one hand, and Congress on the other. 


Because of the election and certain other cir- 
cumstances, some of them related to the elec- 
tion, it had appeared that the Committee was 
to be relegated to @ minor role henceforth, and 
the campaign to abolish it was being revived, 
but this situation was changed dramatically by 
new and bizarre developments in the now famous 
Whittaker Chambers-Alger Hiss case.

Justice Departments. The Justice Department 
promptly moved to place this new evidence 
befere a grand jury in New York, where 
aspects what are now known as 
spy cases” have been investigated, to 
whole matter inte the proper legal 
channel. Committee spokesmen thereupon 
shouted, in effect, “Robber!” 

So the issue was joined. 

President Truman, during a rather exhaus 
tive press conference grilling, referred to the 
Committee as “a dead” Committee and when 
asked whether this meant it would be abolished, 
he directed his questioner to the incoming 
Speaker of the House, who will be Rep. Sam 
Rayburn, Democrat, Texas. 
Whether this means that the Administration 
will seek to abolish the Committee remains, 
for the moment, unanswered. There will be an 
opportunity to change its personnel considerably 
because of the election. If the objective is to 
abolish the Committee, which is now a standing 
House Committee, the move would have to be 
made at the outset of Congress when House 
rules and committees come up for ratification. 

In this connection it may be recalled that 
the Committee, which for some years had been 
merely a special committee whose authority was 
renewed from time to time, was made a stand- 
ing committee by a surprise coup at the opening 

\ 


of the seventy-ninth Democratic Congress that 
was executed jointly by Republican House Lead- 
ers Rep. Joseph W. Martin, Massachusetts, and 
Rep. John Rankin, Democrat, Mississippi. They 
caught Democratic leaders off guard. Previously, 
as a nonstanding committee, it had to come in 
periodically for appropriations, about which, 
however, there never was any real difficulty, 
because it was hard, as a political matter, to vote 
against funds for a committee charged with in- 
vestigating “subversion” and “Communism.” 
Republicans lost three of their five members 
of the Committee as a result of the election. 
Two were defeated—Reps. John McDowell, 
Pennsylvania, and Richard B, Vail, I[llinois— 
while Rep. Karl E, Mundt, South Dakota, was 
elected to the Senate. Rep. Parnell Thomas, 
New Jersey, Chairman, was indicted for alleged 
salary “kickbacks” from office employees. These 
membenps, however, still function until the new 
Co takes office Jan. 3. Republicans will be 
entitled to only four members in the next Con- 


ess. 

Democrats get an extra member, five alto- 
gether, with the change of party control in the 
next Congress. Rep. Rankin is expected to with- 
draw to become Chairman of the Veterans’ Af- 
fairs Committee. So there are two Democratic 
places, prospectively, to be filled, with the extra 
member in the Eighty-first Congress. Rep. John 
R. Wood, Democrat, Georgia, is slated to become 
Chairman. 

The Administration would get considerable 
support from outside Congress in any move to 
abolish the Committee or revive its personnel 
and. procedures, as its inquisitory tactics have 
aroused basic fears about encroachment on the 
fundamental constitutional rights of citizens. 
However, the Committee unquestionably has 
strengthened itself with its new discoveries, and 
it will capitalize upon the prerogatives of Con- 
gress which are so jealously defended, especially 
under attack, in its attempt to continue its ex- 


ce. 
A real battle may be expected.

WASHINGTON—A leading dealer in oysters, dog food, maple syrup, rice pudding, frozen lima 
beans, chocolate drops, shredded coconut and a couple of hundred other items he didn’t mention re- 
ports that the cost of eating is on the way down. My man is Clarence Francis, Deputy Sheriff (ac- 
- cording to his official biography) of Westchester County, New York, director of numerous corpora- 


tions and chairman of the board of General Foods 


The white-haired and pink-faced Francis dis- 
cussed with Congress profits and with me, pud- 
ding. Both this year are especially sweet. His 
corporation, he told the joint committee of the 
lawgivers, will make $25,900,000 in profits this 
year on total sales of $465,900,000. 

This is a lot, he said, but it’s not unreason- 
able and is explained partly by the fact that 
people have been eating vast quantities of his 
gelatin in six delicious flavors, as well as his pre- 
cooked lemon, chocolate and butterscotch pud- 
dings. For the first time since the war he’s able 
to stir up all the puddings that his customers 
want and he’s even putting out new flavors, such 
as rice. 

You just dump the package in the bowl, add 
hot milk, and, as I understand it, you’ve got rice 
pudding. This is amazing. Even Francis is 
amazed. A year ago he never thought he’d be 
selling rice pudding in paper envelopes. But 
that's the way with progress. It sneaks up on 
you. 

Puddings, as he said, are only one reason his 
profits aré so much greater this year than last. 
He’s got the sugar he needs now to make ’em. 
The other reason is he and his helpers made a 
horrid mistake in 1947. 


They thought the price of one of their prod- 
ucts was going to sink in the wholesale marts. 
Se they reduced it by the can, but the more they 
bought by the sack the more it went up. Gen- 
eral Foods nearly lost its shirt.

Protection for Shakedown and Rackets 


Of ali the rackets which have enjoyed the protection of the shakedown and taxing privilege con- 
ferred on crooks by the Wagner Act, the most despicable fraud has been the Hodcarriers’ and Labor- 


ers’ Union of the American Federation of Labor. 


One must split hairs to distinguish between the

life in Massachusetts who vouch for him up to the 
point at which he takes the shilling of this un- 
speakable affront to the American concept of 
rights and freedom under law. From that point, 
Brogda is on his own. These friends have told 
me that he has been a good, knowing judge as far 
as they know. They do not know, however, 
whether he has ever ruled on any cases involving 
the equation between unions and their subjects or 
between unions and the public, and, thus far, 
neither do I. If he had brought to the bench the 
ethics which permitted him to represent the hod- 
carriers under their constitution, the law as to 
unions as laid down by Judge Vincent Brogna 
would have been a monstrosity. For that consti- 
tution hits you right in the eye with its first 
article which says: 

“This body is sovereign and independent of 
its component parts...and... it shall consist of 
the general president (Moreschi), the (six) vice 
presidents and the general secretary-treasurer.” 
During the national conventions the “duly elected 
delegates” of the locals shall join that exalted 
consistory, but for 31 years there was no conven- 
tion and in 1932, when Brogna is first mentioned 
in the meager published records, it had not had a 
convention in 21 years. He hired out to serve an 
outfit which purported to be a union of working 
men. But any lawyer, on reading that constitu- 
tion, could have seen that for 21 years it had con- 
sisted entirely of the general president and the 
other bosses of this exclusive racket. 

Only two of them, one V. de Falco, a Vice 
President, and Achilles Persion, a vague, mys- 
terious power whose origin and background are 
unknown even in the royal circles of unionism, 
were holdovers from the official set of the 
last previous convention in 1911. All the rest, 
Moreschi and five of the vice presidents, had 
been “elected” by the other members of the 
autogenous directorate in private meetings. 

The workmen have absolutely no rights or 
powers under the constitution of this union which 
has levied tribute from a million laborers in 45 
years and, even now, holds conventions not 
oftener than once in five years. Judge Brogna 
knew this meant that by 1932 a man who had 
been fined outrageously and expelled in 1911, al- 
ready had waited 21 years for a chance to appeal 
for justice to the highest authority in the union, 
namely the convention. If the man lost patience 
and went to the public courts in a lawsuit, he 
could be turned away under rulings of the New 
Deal judges who held that a member of such a 
“voluntary association” must “exhaust his réme- 
dies’ within the union before he could be heard 
in court. In the long run, a man who suffered 
injustice at the hands of the big mob in 1911 
had to wait 31 years before he could appeal to the 


' next convention in 1942. 


This was the condition which Judge Brogna, 
of the highest court of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, found in the union which he 
served as lawyer on terms of social warmth with 
Moreschi and the rest of the bosses.

In what particular is he supe- 
rior to his dog? The dog can 
think; it has a sense of duty; it is 
conscious of wrong-doing; it ac- 
quires knowledge and plans ac- 
tion. 
The man has greater natural 
capacities, yet he isn’t superior to 
the dog if he depends upon his 
senses alone. 
ACTUALLY, he depends upon 
his senses only to nodte and re- 
port facts concerning the physical 
world about him. The value of 
these réports depends upon the 
abality of his brain to understand 
them. 
It is that understanding which 
makes him a superior animal. 
But his understanding de- 
pends upon the accuracy of the 
reports he _ reecives. If his 
senses deceive him—if his hear- 
ing or sight isn’t accurate—he 
receives false impressions and 
his mind will reach false con- 
clusions. 

No man’s senses are perfect, 
but we have no way of knowing 
how imperfect they are. If a man 
picks up and examines a stick of 
pine wood, his senses tell him 
that it has a certain color, a cer- 
tain weight, a certain size, a cgr- 
tain odor. He therefore “knows” 
what the stick of wood is like. 
YET note this, that he knows 
only what his senses reported. If

Mr. Gowen Keeps on Trying 


Representative Charles Gowen of Glynn County will keep on 
trying. Mr. Gowen has been one of the highly esteemed members 
of the Georgia Legislature for a number of years. The Brunswick 
lawmaker has been endeavoring to give Georgia home rule. He 
favors allowing cities and counties to take care of their own local 
legislation by popular vote of the home people only. He succeeded 
finally in getting his bill passed by both houses of the General 
Assembly, but the politicians representing corporations and special 
interests in large cities, who have always opposed home rule because 
it removes their heavy hands off of local governments in small cities 


and towns, made a last ditch attack on the bill and seriously in- 


jured its usefulness by securing legislative consent for a large 
number of counties to be exempted from the new law. So many 
counties acting under the influence of the lobbies secured their 
exemptions that what we have left gives us a very poor statewide 
local home rule law. 

The Legislature meets again in January and Mr. Gowen as usual 
will be there representing Glynn County. He will also have a 
home rule law drawn and will make another effort to pass a 
wide law. As a consequence of the large number of counties 
were exempted from the present home rule law we had 
tional amendments voted on this year that brought about a lot 
adverse criticism and then we had an election ticket larger than 
saddle blanket that caused more dissatisfaction and criticism.

HATS ON 


Small Theater Hats-- 
No Visual Hazard

Do you wear your hat or 
hold it in your hand? 

Perhaps it has now reached 
the place where you no longer 
bother to do either. You just 

ve it at home, huping there- 

+ to create your own immunity 
to the opening strains of practi- 
cally every public gathering, 
from baseball to ballet: 


“Ladies will please remove 
their hats.” 

Hats, in case you’ve reached 
the stage of indecision, were 
meant to be worn on the head. 
That, as far as we can discover, 
is their natural habitat. Not 
clutched in the hand, twirled 
around-the finger, or crushed 
under the arm. Or, for that 
matter, left to languish on the 
closet shelf. 

So that you can now have 
your hat and wear it too, yea, 
even in the theater, without 
creating any undue visual haz- 
ard for the person sitting direct- 
ly behind you, thoughtful mil- 
liners have created a group of 
what they’re calling theater hats. 

There are a few specifications 
that these hats are required to 
meet in order to conform. First, 
they must be small, preferably 
with no brims, but they can 
have a wee, little one, rolled, 
straight or upturned.

There is also a small black 
felt Pilgrim bonnet that’s had 
the edge taken off its prim out- 
lines with soft veiling em- 
broidered in stretched sequins, 
as well as a black plush pill- 
box-toque, completely swathed 
in heavy mesh veiling.
